A. Delano, of 
the Wabash, decided to build now termi- 
nals here, ho quietly put an agent in • adp 
the field and beforo the owners lot the 
property on Grand street realized the 
situation, they had parted with their 
lands and thc announcement was made 
that ibig yards and a modern freight 
house were to be located thereon. 


Tho company then got into negotia- 


tion with the city authorities and tho 


' result was an agreement to vacate 


Grand street ifor warehouse purposes 


' 'and to open another street 100 feet 


south, extending from Harrison to Kan- 
sas streets, a distance of 060 feet, which 
is also .called Grand street. This change 
was made at the expense of tho T\ abash 
company and as the company owned all 
of the property involved in the deal, 
there,was no objections to it on the part 


'. of the residents of that part of the city. 


The buildings on the 
ground were 


razed last summer and tho work of ex- 
cavating ,for the foundations to the 
freight house commenced November S. 
The Beers-Offutt Construction company, 
the contractor, expected to complete the 
work by April 1, but on account of the 
unprecedented severity of the weather, 
but little was accomplished during the 
months of January and February and the 
.time limit of the contract was extended 
to June IS.

IN FORI MM ADDRESS 


In his address at Princess rink Fri- 


day evening Governor Marshall said: 


"Fewer than fifty years ago a president 


of the United states dedicated the ground 
upon which the most sanguinary battle 
of the war between the states had been 
fought. In hia brief but immortal ora- 


- tion, he reiterated the old doctrine that 


this republic was dedicated to the equal 
ity of men. Ho declared that we were 


the 
engaged in a struggle to preserve 
people's government. He gave no inti- 
mation that he thought anything wrong 
•with our system of government. 
t.'pun 


the contrary, he revealed his conviction 
that it was'the most perfect system ever 
devised by the brain of mere man. 


"Liberty was no new idea and no 


strange ideal. Fraternity was almost as 
old as the dawn of history. For liberty 
and fraternity, warriors had fought their 
battles; orators had moved the minds 
of men; statesmen had exercised their 
most profound thought. 
The equality 


before the law of which he spoke, how- 
ever, was n comparatively new element 
which had been introduced by the fathers 
of the republic, whose purpose in the for- 
mation of the republic had been not only 
to preserve the liberty of men and to 
foster their fraternity, but to insure the 
equality of all men before the law. 
This 


was a'new conception. The world hnd 
seen monarchies, absolute and limited: 
it had seen oligarchies of all kinds and 
even pure democracies, hut prior to the 
founding of tho American republic it had 
not seen tho feature distinctive of it— 
governmental checks and balances to pre- 
serve the equality of all men before the 


declares against any'one of the three 
branches of government interfering with 
either of the other two in the discharge 
of delegated powers. I'nder this consti- 
tution, we wrought out the great prob- 
lems of slavery. 
It was not needful in 


that supreme test to destroy our original 
concept of government. 
Nor is there 


need today in battling with the evils 
that beset us to destroy it. A wise mtin, 
when sick, does not throw away his old 
and potent prescription and experiment 
with w\v remedies. 


Still Representative Democracy. 


"Alas.! 
Kvils are abroad ill the land, 


now as always. 
Notwithstanding our 


boast, our government is not of and by 
and for the people. 
Yet, I make bold 


to say that it is still a representative 
democracy. Public speakers and the pub 
lie press have been giving voice 
for 


twenty years to the fact that this is 
not a people's government with laws to 


1 


law. 


Made Theory a Truth. 


"The great conflict between the states 


was then being waged, nominally for the 
preservation of the, union, but in reality 
to further this equality of all men before 
the law; to convert thn theory of the 
fathers into a truth. Yet, it was not 
dreamed by the great lender of the peo- 
ple that them was anything wrong with 
our system of government. 
Hn would 


not listen to the cry of those who pro- 
claimed that the constitution was 'a cov- 
enant with death and a league with hell.' 
He frankly admited that a house divided 
against itself could not stand, and de- 
clared that this country CO"M not cxist 
half-slave and half-free, but he denied 
thnt our system of government as or- 
dained by tho fathers had anything to 
do with the maintenance of an evil not 
in 
consonance 
therewith. 
Tn other 


words, he believed that the form of gov- 
ernment here established wag the most 
perfect in the world and could not fail, if 
scrupulously kept and carefully guarded 
to produce that equality before the law 
which would preserve each inalienable 
right of every child born under its Stars 
and Stripes and at the same time give 
thnt child its opportunity for personal 
success. 


Plea for the Constitution. 


"Our co-ordinate system of govern- 


ment was formulated by Thomas Jef- 
ferson and many a. man wholly ignorant 
of Jefferson's theory of government is 
now proclaiming himself a Jeffersonian 
democrat. 
Our written 
constitution 


which is the only charter whereby our 
government has ri. right to cxist, solemnly 


preserve the e-juality of mankind and 
to give each citizen his opportunity for 
honest success. It has been heralded and 
shouted that the bosses are in control 
from ocean to ocenn; that thoir machines 
have taken over the politics and legisla- 
tion of this country; that the bosses 
and their machines have prevented the 
people from crystallizing onr great ideals 
into enforceable laws. 
To be sure wo 


hnve had bosses and we have had ma- 
chine politics in America. \\'e have hnd 
legislation which, by enactment and con- 
struction, has not tended to promote the 
ideal of equality and the opportunity for 
honest success. But it has also been 
loudly proclaimed that tho people, if 
they could only get a chancn to express 
themselves, would declare in unmistak- 
able terms their belief that tins system 
was vicious; that they would smash the 
machines, banish the bosses and select 
officials who would always stand four- 
square with the theories of tho fathers. 


Some Things Foretold. 


"I do not pretend to he a wise man or 


a seer, hut four years ago I told the peo- 
ple of this stale that if they elected to 
the general assembly n. man who had an 
nx to grind, they might be sure he 
would grind it on tho legislative grind- 
stone: that if they elected to whatever 
office a man who was a representative 
of a special interest, he would servo tho 


farms and railroads and telegraphs and1 


telephones, but a government of men— 
of men of like passions to our own, of 
men with hopes and fears and ambitions, 
of men who will neglect the common 
{•ood in linking after their own welfare, 
unles-s they are touched with the weight 
nf that responsibility which rests upon 
them as individual, citizens. \Ve loni; 
ere now should have realized that pub- 
lic speech and public prints should have 
been constantly devoted to the repro- 
duction of the'ideals of the republic, to 
the agitation of the mind and conscience 
of the individual citizen, to the emphasis 
nf "individual responsibility and to the 
demand that man be as patriotic in the 
hour of pence as in the hour of war 
I'.ut we have not made such use of our 
words and page?. \Vc have abused those 
who did not agree with us; we have 
grasped the club as the only known in 
strument with which to make a n;an 
love us. 
We have not been as kind to 


the law-abiding citizen as in the ci'im 
inal. for in dealing with the criminal w 
hnve proceeded on the theory that clmr 
ity accomplishes more than cruelty, an 
that soft words and generous trentmen 
ivill serve where severity is impotent. 


Where Primary Fails. 


"Assuming that political machinery i 


automatic in its 
character, we hav 


adopted in many of the states and man 
of the cities, the preferential primary a 


special interest and not them. 
Xo one 


disputed my statement; it was accept- 
ed as axiomatic. 
Yet it has continued 


to-bo said that nothing can be done be- 
cause the people have no opportunity to 
take charge of their own political affairs 
Each day we arc told that tho people ara 
wide-awake, eager, yea. anxious to pro 
moto the equality of all men before the 
law and to have honest and incorrnptibli 
candidates for office, and that they nn 
only awaiting an opportunity to mani 
[eat their zeal in popular government. 


Responsibility of Citizen. 


"As a matter of fact, opportunity 


even, now being given to agonize ove 
conditions and correct them; and we se 


n means of giving the citizen a chance to 
insure for himself office-holders who are 
honest and who believe in the 
high 


ideals of the republic and will stand for 
them. 
What has heen the results of 


these preferential primaries giving the 
people their opportunity? Has the aver- 
age elector been deeply impressed with 
the weight of responsibility which rests 
upon lur, shoulders? "He lias cried out 


tlerly at conditions; he has charged 
le office-holder with being corrupt and 
n trolled by corrupt bosses, but he fails 
0 vote at the primary ns be failed to 
ttend his party caucus; he does nothing 
o prevent thn renomination of the office- 
older he has heen railing against. 
"The average voter seems possessed of 
le idea that thn only men under oath 
re those in office., and yet I make hold 
o say that there is no native or foreign- 
lorn citizen who h:\s not registered a 
ilent but nevertheless enforceable vow 
,o support nud defend the constitution 
if the United States. Violation of that 
oath does not result in 
incarceration 


vithin prison walls or in deprivation o 
itizeuship, hut if the voter will stop am 
:onsider our system of government, he 
will inevitably he driven to the con 
elusion that it is not ninety millions o 
icople which constitute the American re 
public, but that it is constituted of in 
[lividiial citizens to the number of ninety 
millions. 


Rests on Individual. 


"Equitable enforcement of the law- 


can never be made to rest upon the office 
holders of the land. Tt must rest upo 


ating and electing officials and your 
ffort will come to- naught until a pub- 
c sentiment, which puts upon the con- 
rience of every man his great respouai- 
ility for good government in this coun- 
ry "is aroused. Has the preferential 
)fimary disclosed that the citizen 
is 


eeply"concerned about public affairs? 
Upon' the contrary, it has disclosed that 
onditions will have to grow far worse 
lefore we can hope for them to get much 
letter. The primary has failed to bring 
>ut the vote. It has aroused suspicion. 
Many are inquiring whether the 
new 


system is not the result of a scheme to 
syndicate candidates and fool the peo- 
ple. The public is wondering where the 
money comes from and who are con- 
tributors to the funds spent for news 
paper notoriety, bill-board advertising 
and press-bureau fairy tales, and who 
are meeting the pay rolls and furnishing 
the traveling expenses. 
Think of the 


disgraceful scenes each day being ena'-t 
ed and answer me—are we not a spec 
tacle for gods and men? 


Rush to Turn State's Evidence. 


"Consider, if Ton please, the contes
